OKLAHOMA CITY, Aug. 
23.— 
That the great resources of the 
state of Oklahoma have been chiefly 
tribufors to the prosperous condi­ 
tion of the state treasury and the 
probability that a tax levy for next 
year will not be necessary is the 
substance of a report made recently 
to Gov. J. B. 
A. Robertson by 
State Treasurer A. N. Leecraft, of 
Colbert, Bryan county. 
The treasurer reported that not- i 
withstanding the fact that the adva- 
lorem tax rate has been steadily 
decreased and the public debt re­ 
duced by one-third, cash on hand 
has nearly doubled in the three and 
one-half years th$ .present state ad­ 
ministration has .been in office. 
On Jan. 13, 1919, cash on hand 
amounted to $7,201,264.25 and on 
July I, 1922, it was $13,240,795.06 
a gain of $6,038,930.87, Mr. Lee­ 
craft said 
At the first of 1919 the bonded 
indebtedness of the state totaled 
$4,301,000, a small amount in com­ 
parison with the debts of other 
states, the treasurer noted. Added 
bo that, however, was a total of 
$2,250,000 in public building bonds, 
a debt against the public school 
land department and not against 
the state itself. The grand total of 
indebtedness was $6,551,000. 
, In the last three and one-half 
years, 
$2,099,100 of the bonded 
indebtedness of the state has been 
paid off, one million of it in ad­ 
vance of maturity so that the state 
secured a discount on it. About 
$625,000 of the debt paid was in 
bonds of the school land depart­ 
ment and the remainder was in 
state funding bonds. The total bond­ 
ed indebtedness of the state now, 
according bo the treasurer’s report 
is $4,451,900. 
— 
State depositories have peen doub­ 
led in number from 400 to approx!, 
mately 800, under the present ad­ 
ministration the treasurer reported. 
Interest paid on state deposits in 
banks has amountedto $125,$63.50 
since the first cf 1919, he added. 
He noted that* in the last eighteen 
months, when several banks in the 
state have failed, the state had on 
deposit in closed banks more than 
a million dollars, but that because 
of* the nature of securities held by 
■the state in such case, not one cent 
had been lost. 
Cash rceived by the state In the 
three and one-half years ended July 
I totaled $129,638,554.83, Mr. Lee­ 
craft stated in his report. His fig­ 
ures shQwed that the cost of hand­ 
ling the money amounted to .one- 
tenth of one percent.
